West German Foreign Minister Scheel has pub- 
licly said that the US response to a request for 
treaty clarifications was fully satisfactory. He 
termed the Soviet response generally satisfactory, 
but added that Bonn would want to discuss it again 
with the Soviets. Scheel 's cautious approach to 
the Russian reply probably derives from a desire 
not to arouse conservative opponents of the treaty 
prior to the Bundestag debate. The nature of the 
debate may be a factor in helping Brandt and Scheel 


decide when to submit the treaty for parliamentary 


ratification .
